Unde®such a construction | can- 
not think of withholding the letters, and ‘unequal as I acknow- 
ledge myself to Mr. Hastings in the talent of writing, 1 
shall let my sentiment and conduct speak for themselves 
withoyt seeking to anticipate opinions. 

When, for the reasons assigned in my letter, 1 requested 
the favor of a previous perusal of your questions regarding 
the Rohilla war, I always understood that I was to give the 
answers verbally, because | know the effects of one question 
frequently produces another. My complaints are now less 
painful though my health is far from being re-established, 
but I am so much recovered that J shall with pleasure wait 
upon you whenever it may suit your conveniency.
